•well be even a better place 
in which to live for the Me- 
nominees and their neigh- 
bors, according to an open 
letter issued to the people of 
the state by the Citizens Com-j 
inittee for the Menominees. 


The Citizens Committee for 


the Menominees is a volun- 
tary group of white citizens 
of the state which has worked 
for several years to promote 
a better understanding of the 
Indians' unusual problems. 


Chairman of the group is 


Mrs. Angus F. Lookaround, a! 
white woman who married a' 
Menominee and operates the 
Angus F. Lookaround Mem- 
orial Museum, Keshena. Mrs. 
Max J. Schmidt, Wauwatosa, 
is vice chairman and May-; 
hew Mott, a Neenah attor- 
ney, is secretary and treas- 
urer. 


3,280 Menominees 


The new Menominee Coun- 


ty bills, which were signed in- 
to law by Gov. Gaylord Nel- 
son June 30, are what is best 
for the tribe and will pre- 
serve the Indians' honor and 
dignity and keep them self- 
supporting, according to the 
committee's 6-page letter. 


The 3,280 enrolled members 


of the Menominee Tribe will 
be the second large Indian 
group, following the Klamath 
Indians of Oregon, to be''re'- 
leased from federal guardian- 
ship. The policy of ending all 
federal controls over the In- 
dians of the United States was 
adopted in a concurrent reso- 
lution passed by Congress in 
June 1953.. 


The measure "to get the 


United States out of the In- 
dian business" has been de 
nounced by some groups as 
designed to violate solemn 
federal treaties and to alien- 
ate Indian lands from their 
rightful, owners, the commit- 
tee relates. Others 
have 


claimed it wa's^'a backward

gally to the Menominees. A

marker at the south border of 
the reservation on Highway 
47-55 reads: "The Meno- 
minees claim continuity 
of 


ownership of the land they 
now occupy since prehistoric 
times."- 


Their ownership is protect- 


ed by the Treaty of 1854 and 
by the LaFollette Act of 1908 
which set up the Menominee 
Indian Mills and put the for- 
est on a sustained-yield basis 
under federal trusteeship.

Gay and diverting as ever 


after 143 year*, "The Barber 
,of Seville" remains a master* 
piece of comic opera and its 
composer, Gioacchino Antonio 
Rossini, one of the real enig- 
mas of musical history.

had only 19 birthdays, having 
been born on Feb: 23 in the 
leap year of 1792 (the year 
1800 was not a year leap). At 
once the once the most pro- 
lific and laziest of composers, 
he wrote 40 operas, all .before 
he was 37.

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The Search for the Gifted 


The North Central Association of Col- 


leges and Secondary Schools, to. which all 
high schools in this area belong, is carry* 
ing on an experiment to determine ways 
of discovering the "gifted" child and what 
to do with him. 


One hundred high schools in both rural 


and urban areas, ranging in size from less 
than 200 pupils to more than 6,500, were 
chosen more than, a year ago for the study. 
Various tests were suggested for discover* 
ing the brilliant youngsters with the result 
that some 18,000 have been certified as 
being in the upper 25 per cent nationally 
in intellectual ability. 


Ninety of the schools then set to work 


to provide special classes in various fields 
of study for these youngsters while the 
other ten have added enrichment programs. 
Algebra « being offered to some eighth 
graders, for instance, while outside read- 
ing at a more advanced level is encouraged 
in English groups. Counseling has included 
many parents, since it was found that some 
youngsters of high ability were not en- 
couraged at home to go on to college or to 
enroll in the tougher subjects. 


The association provides publications 


for these schools on suggested ways of 
identifying and helping the bright pupils, 
and has sponsored a series of workshops 
for guidance personnel and administrators. 
It has been found that identification is no 
easy matter and I. Q. tests and performance 
in school to date do not give clear-cut an- 
swers. 


Youngsters in high school are possibly 


at the most imitative age and being one of 
the crowd is of supreme importance and 
scholasticism is no exception. In areas 
where academic ability has been ignored, as 
low as 4 per cent of the students were 
cited as being in the upper group; where 
mental achievement has been recognized 
either at home or at school for some time, 
the figures ran as amazingly high as 70 per 
cent. 


These studies will be of increasing inter- 


est in the crowded college years ahead of 
us. Of far greater importance' is the fact 
that they are aimed at offering challenging 
educational opportunities to all youngsters, 
and that is one of the main bases for Amer- 
ican educational philosophy and tradition. 


Improper and Impractical 


The post office department has been 


looking increasingly silly about a 35-year-old 
novel that really isn't worth all'the pub- 
licity. There seems to be considerable con- 
confusion about exactly what is the scope of 
department authority.

winter when the department banned pas- 
sage through the mails of a new, American- 
published, edition of D. H. Lawrence's 
Lady Chatterley's Lover. The publishers, 
knowing good publicity when they smelled • 
It, immediately took the case to court. The 
case corresponded in time with an appeal 
to a New York city banning of a French 
film of the same story. 


In both cases the bans lost. But Federal 


Judge Frederick van Pelt Bryan not only 
ruled that in his opinion the book was all 
right for public consumption; he criticized 
Postmaster General Summerfield for seem- 
ing to take authority to ban the book. "I did 
not pass on whether Mr. Summerfield had 
the power or discretion but, assuming that 
he had, whatever he did must be reviewed 
by the courts. He could take temporary, not 
final, action." This would seem to imply 
that, even when no appeal to a mailing ban 
was made, the courts must make the final 
decision. 


Apparently annoyed by this ruling, 


someone in the postoffice department then 
ordered reprints of an editorial in the 
Christian Herald, written by Dr. Daniel 
Poling, which calls the book "vile and ob- 


sjcene," sent to post offices around the 
country and displayed. When the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union questioned the 
propriety of the order, it was rescinded. 
, 


There has been considerable publicity 


concerning allegedly pornographic material 
sent through the mails to young people. 
Obviously, when juvenile delinquency is in 
the headlines, this is a popular and, per- 
haps, a pertinent subject. According to re- 
ports, much of this material is unsolicited 
and unwanted but is sent merely to "box- 
holder" or "occupant." Many people are 
asking for more stringent regulations to 
prevent these mailings. But the hassle over 
the Lawrence novel makes a grant of more 
authority to the post office department 
doubtful. 


As we have said in the past, the courts, 


being conservative and unlikely to reach 
hasty decisions, are the best final authori- 
ties for interpreting statutes restricting the 
sale or showing of questionable material. 
The post office department has no business 
getting into the book review business, 
which it did in circulating Dr. Poling's opin- 
ion. The matter here is not whether Dr. 
Poling was right or wrong; it is that the 
post office department had to obey the fed- 
eral courts and had no business using tax- 
•payers' money to present its side. 


Officials should further notice that, 


despite the fact that it is an out-of-date and 
not very good novel anyway. Lady Cliatter- 
ley's Lover now is in second place,in best 
seller lists around the country.

President Eisenhower asked 
Congress to approp r i a t c 
some $1 3 billion to t>r used 
In grants to the states to 
Iiclp finance the construction 
or public school buildings. 
The requests were in line 
with a plank in the Republi- 
cans' 1956 national platform. 


The administration hills, 


and other more ambitious 
school constru c t i o n aid 
measures, were defeated 
both years. In January l&W, 
after the Kussians had put 
up their first space 5atellitc 
and training engineers was 
the big new kick in educa- 
tional circles. President Els- 
rnhowcr dropped his school 
construction bill and came 
out for federal grants and 
scholarships to provide more 
science teachers, b e t t e r 
school labs, and intensified 
pupil counseling to stir 
America's best young minds 
into science. 


The national aid to science 


program has bc«n no great 


shakes in most states, and 
the clamor had pretty well 
died down for federal aid for 
classroom construction. 


Now suddenly the lubject 


is alive ag.iin; an education 
subcommittee of the Senate 
has reported on a hill that 
would give the states $2 bil- 
lion over the next four years 
on a matched-fund basis for 
school construction. 


U the full labor and public 


welfare committee of the 
senate approves the mea<- 
lire, as srems likely, the bill 
could get a vote in at least 
the upper house this year. 


Certainly in some fast- 


growing communities and in

states, the 
school 


building program is not 
keeping pace with the high 
birth rate that began after 
World war II. But in Wis' 
consin there is no classroom 
shortage^— and no prospect 
of such'a shortage in the 
next few years. 


The state department of 


public 
instruction reports 


. that Wisconsin school- dis-~ 


tricts and communities, un- 
der their own initiative, have 
gone ahead with bond issues 
and construction for some 
1.900 grade and high «chool 
classrooms each year for 
the past three years. 


This is somewhat faster 


than teachers are bring add- 
ed to the public school sys- 
tem, and the effect actually

Notre Dame President Makes Plea 
For Heroic Civil Rights Decision 


The Rev. Theodore M. 


Hesburgh, president of the 
University of Notre Dame, 
who is serving on President 
Eisenhower's U. S. Com- 
mission on Civil Rights, 
made a personal comment 
on the commission's report 
released this week. 


His statement follows: 
I should like to explain my 


personal position on the bas- 
ic issues of this report and, 
especially, on those recom- 
mendations which were not 
unanimous. May I say, at 
once, how deeply I respect 
the persons, the convictions, 
and the judgments of all my 
distinguished fellow Com- 
missioners, and may I frank- 
ly disavow, for myself, any 
personal' claim to ultimate 
wisdom in these difficult 
questions of prudential judg- 
ment. One can only, in good 
conscience, do bis honest 
best. 


In appraising admittedly 


thorny situations In the vari- 
ous areas of civil rights ex- 
amined by the Commission, 
one must be guided by his 
own general 
philosophical 


and theological convictions. 
I believe that civil rights 
were not created, but only 
recognized and formulated, 
by our Federal and State 
Constitutions and charters. 
Civil rights are important 
corollaries 
of 
the 
great 


proposition, at the heart of 
Western civilization, 
that 


every human person is a 
res sacra, a sacred reality, 
and as such is entitled to the 
opportunity of fulfilling those 
great human potentials with 
which God has endowed 
every man. Without this 
spiritual and moral concept 
of the nature and destiny of 
man. our political philosophy 
is meaningless, bankrupt, 
and defenseless in the face 
of the opposite philosophy of 
man that stalks the world 
today. 


I begin then with the prop- 


osition so well enunciated in 
our Declaration of Independ- 
ence, that all men arc indeed 
created equal. Equality, 
however, is not the same as 
cgalitarianism. for all men 
arc not created with equal 
intelligence, equal ambition, 
equal talent But all men are 
entitled to an equal oppor- 
tunity to exercise and dc\-cl- 
op whatever 
intelligence, 


ambition, and talent they 
possess. Ultimately, the full 
flowering of the democratic 
process depends upon the 
full 
development 
of 
all 


the various human talents 
existing in the nation. 


As 1 read American his- 


tory, the unfolding story of 
our nation centers about the 
often agonizing attempt to 
achieve the fullness of hu- 
man dignity through the 
ever-widening application of 
that equal opportunity which 
hns best charactc r 1 z e d 
America in the family of na- 
tions. Deep and often dark 


most of the taxes to pay for 
the federal grants; nnd un- 
der the formuta proposed.

consonant with their basic 
human dignity, and, morel 
over, equal access to hous- 
ing and neighborhoods as be- 
fits their means and social 
development, and, finally, 
equal opportunity to partici- 
pate in the body politic 
through the free and uni- 
versal exercise of the fran- 
chise, then the problem of 
civil rights for all Americans 
will eventually solve itself, 
to the end that America, 
and the human dignity of all 
Americans, will be the rich- 
er for this solution. 


The growth of equal oppor- 


tunity on this fourfold front 
of voting, education, work, 
and housing is the full and 
unavoidable price of com- 
pletely eliminating second 
class citizenship across the 
face of America. The civil 
rights problem * differs of 
course, from place to place, 
but it would be difficult, if 
not impossible, to find any 
section of America where all 
of these equal opportunities 
flourish in their fullness. 
And there are localities in 
America today where not 
one of these four opportuni-

Americans.

If the nonwhite 
American is granted one 
equal opportunity, say. edu- 
cation, and then .denied the 
choice of a job and a house 
commensurate with his edu- 
cation and achievement, the 


ism in certain" areas. Be- 
cause of the deep emotional 
overtones of this problem, 
and its existence in every 
phase of- American life, no 
American can escape taking 
a stand on civil rights. No 
American can really disen- 
gage himself from this prob- 
lem. Each of us must choose 
to deepen the anguish of the 
problem, by silence and 
passivity, if nothing more, 
or must take a forthright 
stand on principles that give 
some hope of eventual solu- 
tion. 


There have been and will 


be reasonable differences of 
opinion regarding the nature 
and timing of practical solu- 
tions. But prudence, pa- 
tience, good will, honesty, 
and compassion 
must be 


among the ingredients of all 
hopeful solutions. I pray that 
our differences of opinion 
may not divide us: that the 
basic principles of human 
dignity may be asserted by 
all; and that respect for the 
sacred reality of every hu- 
man person may be central 
to all solutions.
